THE AGE OF GENIUS 
The other night, during the intermission of A 
Mozart concert, up at Tanglewood in the Berk- 
shires, I could not help remarking that Mozart 
had performed such wonders by the age of 16 . A 
friend commented that genius comes in cycles and 
we are outside the cycle. It was one of those re* 
marks that sticks in one’s craw until something 
is done about it. Is it true that there is a cycle of 
genius and a cycle o f the commonplace? 
Let us start with J ohann Sebastian Bach and 
we have “ Gott 1st Mein Koenig” in 17 07 , when he 
was 22 years o ld. Fourteen yefirs later, he pro­ 
duced the “Brandenburg 
Concertos,” which, in a 
way, are the beginning of the mddern orchestra. 
Bach died in 1750, nine years before Haydn pro­ 
duced his First Symphony and 14 years before 
Mozart wrote 
his “ Sonates pour le Clavecin.” 
Mozart died in 1791; he was alive when Beethoven 
began to write. 
So , we hav e 120 years, fro m 1707, when Bach's 
first 
co mpo sitio n was written, to 1827, when 
Beetho v en died. In music, this is the go lden age 
o f genius. Apart Iro m Bach, Handel, Haydn, Mo ­ 
zart and Beetho v en, this perio d pro duced o ther 
co mpo sers who se wo rks are still being played. 
It was an extrao rdinarily rich perio d in all 
fields, in inno v atio n and disco v ery, in the begin­ 
ning o f mo dern science. Isaac Newto n published 
his “Univ ersal Arithmetic” the year that Handel 
wro te his “Ro drigo ” ; Leeuwenho ek pro duced his 
micro sco pe a year later. Alexander Po pe wro te his 
“Pasto rals” the year that Gusmao made the first 
ascent in a ballo o n at Lisbo n and the fo llo wing 
i year Sir Q nisto pher Wren co mpleted the mag- 
dent.

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TAFTS PLACE CANNOT BE FILLED 
Robert A. Taft deeply wished to be Presi- 


country with far greater devotion and dis­ 
tinction than some of those who did reach 
the White House. 
The senator from Ohio was one of the 
most brilliant men ever to cross the Ameri­ 
can political stage. The son of President 
William Howard Taft, he felt he was born 
to public service, and he filled the role to 
the hilt. 
From the first moment he stepped into 
the United States Senate in 19 39 , Taft was 
a commanding figure. 
He understood the legislative processes 
thoroughly. He made himself an authority 
on all major bills. The Senate has never 
seen a harder worker. 
A bulging brief case, 
borne home almost every night, was a sym­ 
bol of his tireless insistence upon being 
informed. 
His colleagues looked to Taft automati­ 
cally for guidance and leadership. He rose 
swiftly in party councils and esteem. A year 
after he entered the Senate he made his 
first campaign for the presidency. 
The senator was a genuine conservative 
in outlook, but all the evidence suggests he 
was not an extremist, that indeed he had far 
more flexibility of mind than his critics 
credited to him. In truth, he was often un­ 
predictable. He gave his agile mind free 
rein, and he followed where it took him. The 
results confounded both friend and foe. 
Many thought of him as cold, aloof, auto­ 
cratic. Thé senator did often show impa­ 
tience with what he deemed stupidity or 
ignorance. But his friends maintained he 
was shy rather than aloof; they found him 
warm, friendly. 
Still, the legend grew and persisted that 
Taft had a chilly, colorless personality. From 
this it was a short step to the argument that 
he was politically “ unsalable” for presiden­ 
tial purposes. It w’as a handicap he could 
never overcome as he encountered succes­ 
sively such competing personalities as Wen­ 
dell Willkie, Thomas E. Dewey and Dvyight 
D. Eisenhower. 
There was bitter irony in this for Taft. 
Looking the scholar, he actually was a mas­ 
ter of political mechanics down to the pre­ 
cinct level. When he gained re-eleetion in 
‘Ohio in 19 50, he generated a campaign or­ 
ganization 
probably 
never 
matched 
in 
America. 
Yet something—or someone— 
always thwarted him when he tried to trans­ 
late his great grasp of affairs into a success­ 
ful White House bid. 
Part of the story was the legend of un­ 
salability, so firmly fixed in the minds of% 
many politicians who otherwise admired 
Taft intensely. The rest is largely guess­ 
work. Some observers blamed his foreign 
views, which seemed to tend toward isola­ 
tionism; he denied it. 
The defeat in the strident battle of 19 52 
was his most crushing, because he came so 
close. Many a man thereafter would have 
given himself up to bitterness. But once 
again, most triumphantly, Taft bewildered 
the detractors who saw him in too-simple, 
black-and-white terms. He swallowed his 
defeat with magnificent grace. 
He accepted the Senate majority leader­ 
ship, thereby enrolling as President Eisen­ 
hower’s chief lieutenant on Capitol Hill. In 
his post, he fought ably and hard for goals 
his former opponent desired. He submerged 
himself and linked his fortunes with his 
rival’s. 
When illness suddenly felled him and he 
had to withdraw from the Senate scene, dis­ 
tinguished men of both parties attested to 
Taft’s high talents as a leader and his im­ 
pressive fairness in accommodating all points 
of view’. It w’as dear he could have had a 
bright record as the President’s main advo­ 
cate in the Senate. 
His passing cannot be compensated. Nei­ 
ther the Republican Party nor the Congress 
can offer another with the same force and 
impact upon the law-making process. The 
nation honors him for service gallantly ren-

DENTAL INTERNES IN HOSPITALS 
I hav e fo r many years believ ed that medical 
and dental students sho uld take their first two 
years to gether as they take practically the same 
subjects. Then, alter the first two o r mo re years, 
they sho uld tu rn to their o wn special practical sub­ 
jects. This metho d sho uld sav e much time, and 
dentistry wo uld beco me a special branch o f medi­ 
cine, and the two pro fessio ns w’o uld be mo re 
clo sely related. 
It is a sign o f the times and o f ho w the dental 
pro fessio n is mo v ing clo ser to that o f medicine 
to learn that a “co uncil o n dental internship and 
residency” is being established in sev eral ho spitals,

The graduate training pro grams appro v ed by 
the Co uncil o n Dental Educatio n o f the American 
Dental Asso ciatio n co v er such fields as surgery o f 
the mo uth, X-rays and radium, straightening o f 
teeth (.o rtho do ntics!, resto rativ e dentistry, peri- 
do ntia (pyo rrheo ea and o ther diseases o f the gums» , 
anesthesia, children’s dentistry, and ro o t canal 
treatm ent. 
Dental interneship and residency (liv e right in 
the ho spital as do medical internes» hav e no w been 
appro v ed in 121 ho spitals thro ugho ut the United 
States. 
I believ e all physicians and dentists will ap­ 
pro v e o f the establishment o f dental interneships 
and residency as there are so many cases, w?here 
the physician treating a patient in ho spital wants 
to make sure that the teeth and gums are, o r are 
no t, the cause o r partial cause o f the patient’s 
sympto ms. Ev en infectio n in o ne to o th may no t 
o nly be a co ntributing cause o f the sympto ms, but 
may be a facto r in pro lo nging the illness and the 
co nv alescence o f the patient. 
It is so easy fo r the dentist o r dental interne 
to check up o n X-rays and labo rato ry tests while 
the patient is taking medical and labo rato ry tests. 
This means that the physician and dentist are in 
daily o r weekly co nference and the patient is re­ 
liev ed in mind as well as in bo dy. 
We can also appreciate the fact that the ho s­ 
pital dentist o r ho spital dental interne is av ailable 
fo r dental, medical and surgical emergencies that 
mav arise with phtients already in ho spital o r 
tho se bro ught into ho spital at any ho ur o f the day 
and night. 
The establishment o f these dental interneships 
is a great bo o n to patients already in o r entering 
ho spital and give relief to the physician attending 
the patient.

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TAFTS PLACE CANNOT BE FILLED 
Robert A. Taft deeply wished to be Presi­ 
dent. Though he sought that office three 
times, he never won it. Yet he served his 
country with far greater devotion and dis­ 
tinction than some of those who did reach 
the White House. 
, ^ 
The senator from Ohio was one of the 
most brilliant men ever to cross the Ameri­ 
can political stage. The son of President 
William Howard Taft, he felt he was born 
to public service, and he filled the role to 
the hilt. 
From the first moment he stepped into 
the United States Senate in 1939, Taft was 
a commanding figure. 
He understood the legislative processes 
thoroughly. He made himself an authority 
on all major bills. The Senate has never 
seen a harder worker. A bulging brief case, 
borne home almost every night, was a sym­ 
bol of his tireless insistence upon being 
informed. 
His colleagues looked to Taft automati­ 
cally for guidance and leadership. He rose 
swiftly in party councils and esteem. A year 
after he entered the Senate he made his 
first campaign for the presidency. 
The senator was a genuine conservative 
in outlook, but all the evidence suggests he 
was not an extremist, that indeed he had far 
more flexibility of mind than his critics 
credited to him. In truth, he was often un­ 
predictable. 
He gave his agile mind free 
rein, and he followed where it took him. The 
results confounded both friend and foe. 
Many thought of him as cold, aloof, auto­ 
cratic'. The senator did often show impa­ 
tience with what he deemed stupidity or 
ignorance. 
But his friends maintained he 
was shy rather than aloof; they found him 
warm, friendly. 
Still, the legend grew and persisted' that 
Taft had a chilly, colorless personality. From 
this it was a short step to the argument that 
he was politically “unsalable” for presiden­ 
tial purposes. It was a handicap he could 
never overcome as he encountered succes­ 
sively such competing personalities as Wen­ 
dell Willkie, Thomas E. Dewey and D\yight 
D. Eisenhower. 
There was bitter irony in this for Taft. 
Looking the scholar, he actually was a mas­ 
ter of political mechanics down to the pre­ 
cinct level. When he gained re-eleetion in 
'Ohio in 1950, he generated a campaign or­ 
ganization 
probably 
never 
matched 
in 
America. 
Yet 
something—or 
someone— 
always thwarted him when he tried to trans­ 
late his great grasp of affairs into a success­ 
ful White House bid. 
Part of the story was the legend of un­ 
salability, so firmly fixed in the minds of. 
many politicians who otherwise admired 
Taft intensely. The rest is largely guess­ 
work. Some observers blamed his foreign 
views, which seemed to tend toward isola­ 
tionism; he denied it. 
The defeat in the strident battle of 1952 
was his most crushing, because he came so 
close. Many a man thereafter would have 
given himself up to bitterness. 
But once 
again, most triumphantly, Taft bewildered 
the detractors who saw him in too-simple, 
black-and-white terms. He swallowed his 
defeat with magnificent grace. 
He accepted the Senate majority leader­ 
ship, thereby enrolling as President Eisen­ 
hower’s chief lieutenant on Capitol Hill. In 
his post, he fought ably and hard for goals 
his former opponent desired. He submerged 
himself and linked his fortunes with his 
rival’s. 
When illness suddenly felled him and he 
had to withdraw from the Senate scene, dis­ 
tinguished men of both parties attested to 
Taft’s high talents as a leader and his im­ 
pressive fairness in accommodating all points 
of view’. It was clear he could have had a 
bright record as the President’s main advo­ 
cate in the Senate. 
His passing cannot be compensated. Nei­ 
ther the Republican Party nor the Congress 
can offer another with the same force and 
impact upon the law-making process. The 
nation honors him for service gallantly ren- 


‘These Days’

THE AGE OF GEMUS 
The other night, during the intermission of a 
Mozart concert, up at Tanglewood in the Berk- 
shires, I could not help remarking that Mozart 
had performed such wonders by the age of 16. A 
friend commented that genius comes in cycles and 
we are outside the cycle. It was one of those re­ 
marks that sticks in one’s craw until something 
is done about it. Is it true that there is a cycle of 
genius and a cycle of the commonplace? 
Let us start with Johann Sebastian Bach and 
we have "Gott 1st Mein Koenig” in 1707, when he 
was 22 years old. Fourteen yepis later, he pio- 
duced the “Brandenburg Concertos,” which, in a 
way, are the beginning of the mfidern orchestra. 
Bach died in 1750, nine years before Haydn pro­ 
duced his First Symphony and 14 years before 
Mozart wrote his “Sonates pour le Clavecin.” 
Mozart died in 1791; he was alive when Beethoven 
began to write. 
So, we have 120 years, from 1707, when Bach’s 
first 
composition was 
written, 
to 1827, when 
Beethoven died. In music, this is the golden age 
ol genius. Apart lrom Bach, Handel, Haydn, Mo­ 
zart and Beethoven, this period produced other 
composers whose works are still being played. 
It was an extraordinarily rich period in all 
fields, in innovation and discovery, in the begin­ 
ning of modern science. Isaac Newton published 
his “Universal Arithmetic” the year that Ilandcl 
wrote his "Rodrigo” ; Leeuwenhoek produced his 
microscope a year later. Alexander Pope wrote his 
"Pastorals” the year that Gusmao made the first 
ascent in a balloon at Lisbon and the following 
year Sir Christopher Wren completed the mag­ 
nificent St. Paul’s in London. 
W’hat a wonderful time I am having as I go 
through this period of 120 years! How envious one 
can be of such a year as 1734 when Swedenborg 
published his philosophy; 
Bach his "Christmas 
Oratorio”; Montesquieu his "Considerations on the 
Grandeur and Decadence of the Romans"; Voitaire, 
his "Lettres Philosophiques.” 
• 
I look at the year 1764, when Mozart first ap­ 
peared. The gentle architect, Robert Adam, had 
completed the beautiful Kenwood Lodge. James 
Watt invented the first steam engine. Haydn nub- 
lished his "String Quartet, opus 1.” Immanuel 
Kant produced his mastcr-work in esthetics. Vol­ 
taire issued his "Dictionnaire Philosophique.” 
Or 1 turn to 1827. the year that Beethoven 
died, the end of this period. In that year, Faraday 
published his "Chemical Manipulation” and Hel- 
lam his "The Constitutional History of England.” 
Tennyson 
issued 
"Poems 
by 
Two 
Brothers.’* 
Turner painted “Ulysses Deriding Polyphemus.” 
Schubert was writing songs and Heine poems. Bal­ 
zac, Victor Hugo -and -Stendhal were producing 
novels.

DENTAL INTERNES IN HOSPITALS 
I have for many years believed that medical 
and dental students should take their first two 
years together as they take practically the same 
subjects. Then, alter the first two or more years, 
they should turn to their own special practical sub­ 
jects. This method should save much time, and 
dentistry would become a special branch of medi­ 
cine, and the two professions would be more 
closely related. 
It is a sign of the times and of how the dental 
profession is moving closer to that of medicine 
to learn that a "council on dental internship and 
residency” is being established in several hospitals, 
just as every hospital has a definite number of 
young medical graduate internes, who do regular 
tours of duty in the various departments of a gen­ 
eral hospital — medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gyne- 
*cology, urology, X-ray. 
The graduate training programs approved by 
the Council on Dental Education of the American 
Dental Association cover such fields as surgery of 
the mouth, X-rays and radium, straightening of 
teeth (.orthodontics), restorative dentistry, pcri- 
dontia (pvorrheoca and other diseases of the gums», 
anesthesia, children’s dentistry, and root canal 
treatment. 
Dental intcrneship and residency (live right in 
the hospital as do medical internes» have now been 
approved in 121 hospitals throughout the United 
States. 
i - -

I believe all physicians and dentists will ap­ 
prove of the establishment of dental interneships 
and residency as there are so many cases, where 
the physician treating a patient in hospital wants 
to make sure that the teeth and gums are, or are 
not, the cause or partial cause of the patient’s 
symptoms. Even infection in one tooth may not 
only be a contributing cause of the symptoms, but 
may be a factor in prolonging the illness and the 
convalescence of the patient. 
It is so easy for the dentist or dental interne 
to check up on X-rays and laboratory tests while 
the patient is taking medical and laboratory tests. 
This means that the physician and dentist are in 
daily or weekly conference and the patient is re­ 
lieved in mind as well as in body. 
We can also appreciate the fact that the hos­ 
pital dentist or hospital dental interne is available 
for dental, medical and surgical emergencies that 
may arise with patients already in hospital or 
those brought into hospital at any hour of the day 
and night. 
The establishment of these dental interneships 
is a great boon to patients already in or entering 
hospital and give relief to the physician attending 
the patient.
